A. No wonder, that there is fo great an Uncer- 
tainty concerning the Perfon fpecified, fince the 
Scriptures ate wholly filenc in the matter. For that 
Anointing in St. Yehn, where Mary the Sifter of La- 
zarus is mention’d, differs from this in St. Luke in 
Time, Place, and almoft all the Circumitances at- 
tending ic. But Gnce fo many believe, or at leatt 
ate inclin’d ro believe her Mary Magdalen, we thall 
propofe {ome Arguments Pro and Con, leaving it to 
the Querift co draw his own Conclafion, 

The following Arguments may feem to make for 
the Affirmative Side, 

1, Since inthe very next Chapter Mary Magda- 
en is faid to Minifter to our Lord, to fuppote her 
the Perfon, thic anointed him, may feem to fail in 
with the Circwmftance of Place. 

2. Since the Evangelift takes no notice of her be- 
fore, and yer mentions her fo foon after, the fore- 
laid fuppofal may feem ro comport with the time of 
her firft Converfion. 

3. One. who fo tenderly lov’d our Lord, as he 
dimfelf teftifies of the Perfon, that Anointed him, 





wath’d his Feet with her Tears, and receiv’d from 
him fo important a Bleffing as the Remiffion of her 
Sins, inight thence not improbably be inclin’d to 
become his Follower, and Minifter unto him,as Mae 
ry Magdalen is {o {oon after recorded to have done. 

4- That Character of the Perfon inthe Text,that 
to Her much was Forgiven, and that She Loved 
much (namely, that She was an Egregious Sin- 
net, arid afterwards became as Exemplary a Peni- 
tent ) that twofuld Character is exactly {nitable to 
the Character of Mary Magdalen.

And fo remarkable an occurrence 
coud not well be Unknown toa Man of the fame 
City.
